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E cannot undertake to. give the ex- 
act Particulars of the Adtion at 
Vigo, but the Account in General 
is as follows : Captain Hardy,Com- 
mander of the Pembroke, being in 
Lagos Bay to take in frefh Water, chanc’d to hear 
of the Plate Fleet’s being arriv’d in the Port of Vigo, 
upon which he made the beft of his way to carry the 
News to the Confederate Fleet ; Upon his Infor- 
mation a Council of War was call’d, in which the 
Enterprize was refolv’d on. Accordingly, coming 
before the Harbour they found a Boom laid in the 
Mouth of it, and a Fort planted with a great num- 
ber of Cannon to defend the Entrance. The Duke 
of Ormond landed with about 2000 Mén at fome 
diftance from the Fort ; towards which he march’d 
on Foot, and order’'d my Lord Shannon and Lieu- 
tenant Collonel Pearce, with about 200 Englih 
Grenadiers to attack it, which was done with great 
Refolution and carry’d with Sword in hand ; About 
the fame time Admiral Hopfon with about 15 En- 
glith Men of War, and Admiral Allemonde with a 
lefs number of Dutch, were commanded to cut the 
Boom, who advanc’d in a Line; the firft Ships 


that attempted the Boom could not break ir; bur. 
P better 


Admiral MHupfuu im his ywa Ship had 
and open’d the vig Br the reft; the Fort being 
taken, the Boom broken, and the Englith and 
Dutch Men of Warenter’d into the Harbour, the 
French gave themfelves for loft; Count Chateau- 
renault firft fet fireto his own Ship, and gave the 
Signal to the reft of his Squadron and to the Gal- 
leons to do the like, fo moft of them perifh’d, but 
fome were fav’d and taken, as will appear by the 
following Lift. 

Lieutenant Collonel Pearce receive a Wound in 
the Thigh by a Cannon Ball, of which ‘tis fear’d he 
is fince dead.

The Galleons came into Vigo on the 11th of 
September. ‘Fhe Action was on the 12th of October. 
e have feen a Letter from Portfmouth, which 
fays, that a Gentleman who was in the Action, and 
came in the Pembroke, reports, That the Galleons 
had all their Lading on board, (except the King of 
Spain’s own part, of which 150000 /. Sterling is 
taken by our Forces afhore) the Hatches of feveral

Lisbon, O&.10. Four days ago 2 Frigats came in 
here from the Confederate Fleet, having on board 
the Prince of Heffe Darmftadt and Mr. Methwin 
Junior, who were complemented on their arrival by 
the Imperial, Englifh and Dutch Minifters. On the 
9th came Advice that the Grand Fleet was feen 6n 
the 5th in the Heighth of Cape St. Vincent, which 
was confirm’d by 2 other Men of War that came in 
hither today. Whereupon the faid Minifters and 
the Prince of Darmftadt had a Conference, in which 
they refolv’d to fend 2 of the Frigats to give notice 
to the Fleet, that the Galleons were in Vigo, and 
accordingly they fet fail on the 8th. Befides the 
former Eftablifhment of 20000 Foot and 5000 Horfe, 
His Majefty has given out Commiffions for levying 
4000 Foot and 2000 Horfe, which is carry’d cn 
fuccefsfully. Several Noblemen of Spain are retir'd 
into this Kingdom, fome of which keep themfelves 
incognito: but the Amirante of Caftile has taken one 
of the largeft and fineft Houfes in this City.
